The verdict of the jury, which 
since March 18th has been listen- 
ing to the long chain of evidence 
Wrapped around the prisoner by 
the crown prosecutor, W. H. 
Hastings, was delivered at two 
o'clock today, 

After the jury had filed in court 
Clerk Kerby called the roll, and 
asked the question: “Gentlemen 
of the jury, have you reached 
your verdict? If so, who shall 
speak for you?”

Mr. Hastings rose: “My Lord it 
becomes my painful duty to ask 
that the sentence of the court be 
passed upon the prisoner for the 
crime of which he was found 
guilty by the jury” 

His Lordship think for that 
purpose I wills Yourn the court 
until four o'clock this afternoon.” 

‘Re court then was adjourned, 
M@grden, Apr. 9——After twenty days’ 

hearing the cas® of John Krafchenko. 
charged with the murder of H, M. 
Arnold, manager of the Bank of 
Montreal, at Prum Coulee, on Decem- 
ber 3rd last, went to the jury just 
after noon today, Practically the en- 
tire forenoon was taken up in the 
summing up of Chief Justice Mathers. 

“There is no room in the jury box, 
any more than there is on the judge's 
bench, for weak sentimentality,” said 
Chief Justice Mathers in the conclud- 
ing portion of his address to the jury. 

“The duty,” he said, “may ‘be stern, 
it may even be repugnant to our nat- 
ural feélings, but it is a duty which 
must nevertheless be personally and 
fearlessly faced.” 

His Lordship pointed out that man- 
slaughter might elways be found an 
indictment for murder, though this 
right was not to be exercised arbi- 
trarily. “To justify a verdict of man- 
slaughter in tis cage,” he said, “you 
must conclude that the shot was fired 
without any intention to either kill or 
do bodily injury likely to result in 
death.

Jury is Recalled, 

On the request of Crown Prosecutor 
Hastings, the jury was recalled and 
his lordship added en instruction to 
the effeet that while he had said the 
escape from the Winnipeg jail was not 
material to the case they might yet 
pay attentjon to the conduct of the ac- 
cused while in Winnipeg, for it was 
evidence of conscious guilt when a 
man kept himself in hiding. 

Prosecutor Concludes., 

After occupyirg one Tay and part of 
two others, Crown Prosecutor Hast-~- 
ings concluded his address to the jury 
which is trying Jack Krafchenko 
shortly after the resumption of pro- 
ceedings this morning. 

“I think,” said Mr. Hastings in con- 
clusion, “the crown has proven be- 
yond “all reasonable doubt that John 
Krafchenko was the man who robbed 
the bank of Montrea! at Plum Coulee 
and murdered the manager. It is for 
you to decide if the crown has proved 
this. The great responsibility rests 
on you,” 

Mr. Hastings concluded his address 
at 10:15 o’clock and his lordship be- 
gan his charge five minutes later. 

Summing Up of Evidence, 

The Chief Justice, in summing up 
the evidence, said that the theory of 
the Crown was that Arnold was shot 
for the purpose of facilitating the es- 
cape of the man who had robbed the 
Bank of Montreal. 

Evidence had proved conclusively 
that this robbery had been committed, 
and His Lordship proceeded to review 
the chain of evidence, which showed 
that the same man had shot Arnoid 
then made his escape to the waiting 
automobile. “Then did he fire that 
shot for a punpose " he asked. “What 
was his purpose in shooting Arnold?” 
The yobbery was at that time com- 
pleted, I leavé& it to you to infer 
from the evidence what his purpose 
was, The great point was whether 
Or not that shot was fired by the pri- 
soner. The Crown had adduced evi- 
dence to show that the prisoner had 
the robbery of the bank in conteim- 
plation for ten days in Plum Coulee. 
He reviewed ihe evidence of Kraf- 
chanko'’s relations with Rolph, Bell 
and Larcen before the robbery, aud 
of his story at the Reigie home, near 
Plum Coulee. " 

He mentioned the evidence of those 
who thought that the man in “black” 
was Krafchenko, A man might very 
easily be mistaken in recognition of 
another by his walk, size, or some pe- 
cullarity. But such identification was 
“one of the items in the great mass of 
evidence to show whether or not it 
Was the accused.” 

Cipid’s Evidence, 

Referring ‘to the exidence of little 
Mary Doerksen, his lordship quoted 4 
passage from @ legal work contending 
that from general experience observa- 
tion was keener in childhood and that 
a child could not consistently purge. 
“Now,” he said, “we have the evidence 
of three witnesses. One of them 
States positively, the others more 
Vaguely, that this man was Krafchen- 
ko, but the child speaks with certain- 
ty. There is nothing to show that the 
child did not believe what she’ vas 
faying. it is for you to say whether 
or not you believe her story. 

“Then we came to the evidence of 
Dyck,” said his lordship. “Now if we 
believe the story told by Dyck, then 
there is ho question as to the gullt of 
the accused, Dyck, hewever, is poai- 
tive as to the identity of the accused.”

murder, lf they found that the 
prisoner shot and ki.led Arnold for 
the purpose, as the Crown alleged, of 
facilitating the robbery of the bank, 
or to facilitate his own escape after 
the robbery, he was guilty of murder. 
“If he meant to inflict grievous bodily 
harm for either of the purposes men- 
tioned and death ensued, the crime «4 
complete,” #aid His Lordship. Under 
this classification of murder it was 
essential that the Crown should prove 
that a robbery had been committed 
or attempted, and they must ask 
themselves whether or not they were 
satisfied that a robbery had been 
committed or attempted in the pre- 
sent case, 

His Lordship then broadiy defined 
manslaughter as an unlawful killing 
net amounting to murder. If they 
believed the shot was fired for the 
purpose of facilitating the commission 
of robbery or the flight of the rob- 
ber, but not with the intention of do- 
ing grievous bodily harm, or, if with 
such intention, then not for the pur- 
pose stated, then ther verdict should 
be manslaughter and not murder.
